Creature on ſomething external, on its being

But becauſe we are Creatures of ſmall En- 
dowments, unable to manage many Things at 
once, it ſeems the ſafeſt Method to leave us 
nothing to do, when we come to Church, but 
only to apply our Minds ſeriouſiy to what we 
have often heard, and conſider'd at home. Nor 
is this to be done, 2without a great deal of Care 
and Preparation. We are ſo apt to think upon 
our earthly Concerns, that our Minds will not 
be raiſed to heaverly ones, without ſome Trouble. 


How raſh, and adventurous then is the Practice 


of ſome Men, who preſume to come to Church, 


without conſider ing what they are coming about? 
without having firſt prepared themſelves for (+ 
important a Bufineſs? Ye that are Members of 
our Communion, ought heartily to bleſs, and 
magnify Almighty God, that ye are not left in 


the Condition of ſome of your Neighbours ; that 


ye may know, and prepare your ſelves for the 
publick Service. And he that will do this, can 
never complain that Forms of Prayer ſtint the 
Spirit, or make Men lazy and idle. 


But it 1s impoſſible for the Church to force 
you to be good, ſhe can oi do what ſhe has 
already with the greateſt Wiſdom done; titat is, 
afiſt, and direct you in the enfieft, and plaineſt

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ed be not obſerved, it is not her Fault but yorr

It were therefore much to be wiſhed, that ye 
would all for the Honour of our Church, for the 
Good of your own Souls, and in, and above all, 
for the Glory of God, reſolve to make a right, 


and true Uſe of the publick Liturgy ; and that 
is only to be done, by taking due Care to prepare 
your ſelves for it. 


And in order to is, I ſhall

Now to make a good Uſe of theſe, we are, 


before we come to Church, eh to confider 


our ſeveral Sins, and Miſcarriages, and the 
wonderful 'Merczes of God in forgiving them. 


The former will make us with rue Contrition, 
and Humility, join with the Miniſter, in ſaying 
that there is no Health in us; that we have 
offended againſt God's holy Laus: And the 1at- 
ter will enable us, with joyful, comfortable AL 

ſurance, 
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ſurance, to receive the Words of Abſolution, from 
the Mouth of God's faithful Meſſenger. 


Then, when cleanſed from our Sins, we may 
take Confidence to call God our Father, and to 
preſent our Petitions to Vim, as in the Lord's 
Prayer. 


Here every go0c4 Chriſtian, and true Church- 
Man has ample Comfort. As his Sins are daily 
repeated, ſo will his Repentance be repeated too; 
and by thus continually bewailing his Sins, and 
repenting of them, he gains an habirral Diltaſte, 
and Averſion from them. 


Beſides, by being aſſured of God's Pardon, and 


hearing it pronounced by his Meſſenger lawfully Þ 


commiſſioned thereunto, he gains and increaſes 
that incxpreſſible Foy, which ariſes from the ſe- 
rious Thoughts of his being reconciled to the 
God of Heaven, through the gracious Interceſſi- 


on, and Mediation of his well beloved Son. 


The next Part of our divine daily Service, 
conſiſts in Praiſes; and to the End we may 

rform this aright, we mult be frequently re- 
flecting upon the Majeſy and Goodneſs of God. 
The raiſing due Apprehenfions of which in our 
Minds, will zaturally engage us to lend due 
Attention to the Chapters, or Portions of Scrip- 
ture, read by the Miniſter to us, and to apply 
them to our ſelves, as far as our eſſective Cir
